The British and French 


governments in the next 
three days are facing life or 
death parliamentary tests 
even as a six-nation confer- 
ence works in Paris on the 
Schuman plan to pool basic 
industries. 


The British government is bas- 


ing its win or resign House of 
Commons test next week square- 
ly on its decision to remain aloof 
from the present Schuman plan 
talks until it learns more about 
how the proposed steel-coal pool 
works. 


The French government, whose 


Foreign Minister Robert Schuman 
authored the plan and gave his 
name to it, is facing a home-front 
light for its own life tomorrow. 


The French crisis concerns do- 


mestic financing but may indi- 
rectly affect the progress of the 
international Schuman plan if the 
government of Premier Georges 
Bidault is defeated. Bidault asked 
approval of a law prohibiting new 
government expenditures unless 
they are covered by income.

With Free World'

U. S. State Department Adviser 


John Foster Dulles said in Tokyo 
Thursday the "captive "world" of 
Communism would not risk war 
with the free world at this time 
because it is too weak. 


He told the American Chamber 


of Commerce such a war, tt it 
came, would see "the total demo- 
lition of the artificial, rigid and 
relatively weak structure that So- 
viet Communism has built." 


He warned, however, that the 


real danger to non-Communist 
countries is- that they may be ta- 
ken over from within by small, 
disciplined Communist minorities. 


Dulles talked with Gen. Mac-

foreign policy in the far east, They 
were said to be in virtually com- 
plete agreement on the need for 
prompt American aid for Commu- 
nist-threatened Formosa.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


GOP Leaders Split 
Three Ways For 
1952

WASHINGTON.—Republican leaders, already 


casting eyes at 1952, are now divided into three 
general groups. 


GJROUP NO. 1—Is for Tafl. They believe the 


GOP should, come out on a strong, out-and-out 
conservative platform, not be afraid to buck 
labor and not worry about isolation. They are 
critical of Dewey because he was too new 
dealish. are convinced a strong conservative 
can win. 


GROUP NO. 2—Is Tor Eisenhower. This group 


is led by Tom Watson, head of International 
Business Machines, and various New York big- 
wigs. They think the party needs a strong, new 
name, even if on.ce connected with the military; 
that Ike has kept out, of politics, has made iew 
enemies, would sweep the nation. 


GROUP NO. 3—Is for Governor Warren of 


California or Governor Duff of Pennsylvania. 
These are progressive leaders who point out that 
the GOP cannot win without labor, and that 
the big' mistake they always make is to figure 
the Democrats are so weak that the GOP can 
"win with a Chinaman." 


Warren's stock has taken a big jump since 


his overwhelming victory in the recent pri- 
maries in California. Sage leaders remind them- 
selves that a man who beats a Roosevelt (Jimmy 
is running against him) will prove to the voting 
public that he has what other Republicans 
haven't had for lo, these 16 years. 


And they aren't at all sure the American 


public will fall for a military man even if he 
lias been wearing a cap and gown. 
Marshall Plan "Papa 
Youngish-looking Stuart Symington, 
chair- 


man of the National Security Resources Board, 
remarked to ECA Administrator Paul Hoffman 
that he had to go to Yale over the week-end 
because his two boys were graduating. 


"Well, I have three sons, two daughters and 


z son-in-law all graduating this year," remarked 
Hoffman modestly. 


This seemed almost too much to believe, even 


for a man as versatile as the Marshall plan 
administrator. But this columnist, checking the 
facts, found the remarkable score chalked up 
by th« Hoffman family to be as follows: 


Donald Gray Hoffman graduated from Ken- 


yon College, Ohio, in February 1950, 


Lathrop Hoffman graduated from the Univer- 


sity of California in February, 1950. 


Robert C. Hoffman, will graduate from th* 


University of California this fall. 


Barbara Hoffman will also graduate from 


California this 'fall. 


Mrs. Kiriki de Diego Newmark. a Ward, is 


graduating from Bennington College in July. 


Ben Newmark, Hoffman's son-in-law, gradu- 


ated from Williams in February, 1950. 


Not a bad record for one man in one year! 


• Dangerous Senator?? 


With a majority of North Carolina publishers 


opposing Sen. Frank Graham for re-election, 
a majority of working newsmen are vigorously 
ior him, the newsmen put out a special edition 
of the Mecklenburg Democrat in honor of 
Senator Graham. 


Lead story in the special paper started o£f: 
"Frank Graham is as dangerous as the Decla- 


ration oi' Independence, as radical as the Beati- 
tudes, as revolutionary as the Bill of Rights." 


The newsmen also pointed out that Graham 


has received honorary degrees from Harvard, 
Columbia, Princeton, Duke, Davidson, William 
and Mary, Amherst, Dartmouth, University of 
Louisville and, several others. 


Despite this, Graham is now being assailed 


by some of the state's big textile and cigarette 
Interests as a dangerous radical. 


Healthy Labor Policy 
Most Americans didn't realize the world-wide 


reverberation caused by the 5-year contract 
fcetween General Motors and the United Auto 
Workers. But Eric Johnston, alert czar of the 
motion picture industry, was in London at the 
time the contract was announced and on his 
return bumped into Charles Wilson, ' head of 
General Motors. 


"In England they thought we were on out- 


last legs, as far as labor relations go," Johnston 
told Wilson. "They thought labor and capital 
were at daggers' points, -with no chance of co- 
operation. But your 5-year agreement electrified 
England. They could hardly believe it. It's the 
best thing that could have happened to show 
that American labor and capital can get along 
and that we have faith in the capitalistic 
system.'' 


^Newsprint Conspiracy 
The Celler committee investigating monopo- 


lies hss got its hands on a hot document show- 
ing a world-wide conspiracy to boost the price 
of newsprint at the expense oJt American news- 
papers. 


The report tells how Charles Vming, president 


of Scannews (Scandinavian newsprint cartel) 
made a secret trip to the U.S.A. and Canada 
some time ago to persuade the Newsprint Asso- 
ciation ot Canada to set up a world-wide news- 
print cartel. The world markets — Australia, 
Europe, South Africa and the United States— 
were to be divided between Canada and Scan- 
dinavia, with price hikes to all newspapers.

RFC loan to pay back its creditors and in- 
vestors. However, this column, after a careful 
check, is convinced that Senator Saltonstall 
didn't lift a finger to put through the loan and 
S«t his brother's money back. (Richard Salton- 
stall invested $50,000.) . . . Secretary Aeheson 
got a blistering cable from Ambassador Wiley 
in Iran, after this writer predicted Wiley would 
be replaced as ambassador by Henry Grady, 
former ambassador to Greece. When the Iranian 
embassy in Washington heard the prediction, 
it cabled the news to Teheran and the Iranian 
foreign minister called on Ambassador Wiley 
to say' farewell. Wiley knew nothing about his 
imminent recall and when it; was confirmed, 
he sent a scorching cable, saying he was insulted 
to learn of his recall second-hand from the 
Iranian government and Drew Pearson. 


Dewey Will Use His Influence 
At '52 Nominating Convention 


By Bruce Biossat 


Decisions in politics never aecm to have quite 


the firmness they do in other areas ot hie. but 
there's a definite air of finality about Gov 
Thomas E. Dewey's statement that he's out of 
the 1950 New York governorship race. 


There's no reason to believe Dewey has thus 


eliminated himself from the presidential sweep- 
stakes for all time. But he hss unquestionably 
bowed out as a 1952 GOP possibility. 


His action means, first of all, that the New 


York delegation to the 1952 Republican conven- 
tion will DC controlled by somebody else. But 
insofar as Dewey has personal influence with 
Ills party in New York and the nation, he will 
undoubtedly seek to use that weight at nomi- 
nating time. 


The governor is realistic enough not to im- 


agine he could employ it to achieve a third 
straight GOP nomination for himself, especially 
now that he has put himself outside the acti\ c 
political circle. Everything suggests he will try. 
however., to promote the choice of a candidate 
who shares his generally liberal views. 


In this purpose he will be aligning himself 


with other progressive elements in the Repub- 
lican Party. If Governor Warren wins a third 
term in California and Governor Duff puts his 
hand-picked candidate over for 
gov ernor of 


Pennsylvania, this wing will ha\e a strong 
nucleus. 


Who the progressives' candidate will be is 


of course "way up in th« air. Both Warren and 
Duff are themselves in the running. There's 
persistent talk that Dewey 
favors General 


Eisenhower and will throw all his strength be- 
hind the general. Dewey has dropped no hint 
to support the rumors. 


This much can probably be said sat'elv: Dewev- 


and other top figures in the GOP liberal camp 
will buck the nomination of Sen. Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio. The governor has no love for the 
Ohioan and the feeling seems to be mutual. 
Warren, if successful, is unlikely to put his 
powerful California delegation behind so con- 
servative a mart as Tail. Duff worked lor Taft 
in 1948, but only alter his first choice. Senator 
Vandenberg of Michigan, got out ot the contest. 
His natural bent is the other way. 


No question, the 
progressive GOP 
forces 


would be stronger in 1952 if Dewey Mme to 
the convention as a third-term governor in full 
control over the huge New York delegation. 
But it would be a mistake to underrate his in- 
fluence simply because he has withdraw i; to 
the sidelines. 


Dewey has a clear record as an excellent ad- 


ministrator at Albany, as a top vote-getter both 
in New York arid the country. He has a name 
that must be reckoned with. Either at his pres- 
ent 48 or at 58, the governor would he a power- 
ful factor if he chose to campaign again for 
high office. 


No seasoned politician in either major parly 


is likely to write Dewey out of politics perma- 
nently until he has reached the retirement age. 


Man For The Job 


There is good sense in the naming of W. 


Averell Harrirnan as a White House co-ordmator 
of foreign affairs. 


A lot of us are inclined to imagine that 


foreign policy is something made by the State 
Department and the President and occasionally 
ratified by Congress. Actually some 46 govern- 
ment departments and agencies take part in 
U. S. foreign affairs. 


Observers of. our foreign relations have been 


decrying for a long time the lack of liaison in 
this scattered effort. Decisions by the Commeice 
Department or the Treasury could conceivably 
undermine policies laid down by the Secretary 
of State. These are but two examples. 


A co-ordmator who can draw the vaiious 


strands together will reri'orm a highly useful 
service in helping the \Jnited States achieve a 
harmonious, effective foreign policy. Harriman, 
a veteran of international experience, appears 
admirably chosen for the job. 


Back lo 'Splendid Isolation'? 


Britain's friends in America can only /eel 


rather embarrassed at the short-sighted, parti- 
san, isolationist policy statement of the British 
Labor Party on the issue of European unity. 


Prime Minister 
Clement Attiee since has 


made some effort in the House of Commons to 
convince Europe and us that his government 
does not go along the whole way with this party 
view. Still, he appears only to have muddled 
matters worse. 


To Americans it sounds platn enough: Britain 


is selfishly bent on insulating her socialist ex- 
periments at whatever cost , in vitally needed 
co-operation with the remainder of free Europe. 
At a moment in history when her traditional 
leadership would count most heavily, she seems 
intent on turning inward and letting Europe 
go hang.

. President Truman declined Thurs- 


day to say whether he would sign 
or veto the tax bill now pending 
in Congress. He noted that it may 
be changed a lot before it ever 
reaches him. 


Asked at a news 
conference 


what he thinks about the bill, Mr 
Truman said he never expresses 
his attitude on such measures un- 
til congressional action has been 
completed. 


Then, he added the tax bill is 


subject to a lot of changes. 


The bill has just been com' 


pleted by the House w?ys and 
means committee. 
The 
House 


will vote on it next week. Once 
passed by the House, the measure 
would go to the Senate which 
could rewrite it entirely. 


The bill cuts excise taxes — 


the so-called sales taxes on jew- 
elry, cosmetics, movie tickets, etc. 
—by an estimated $1,010,000,000 
a year and raises taxes on big 
corporations. 


Chairman Doughton (D-NC) of 


the House ways and means com- 
mittee formally introduced it in 
the House shortly after the Pre- 
sident's news conference and an- 
nounced for the first time that 
he personally will support it. 


The 87-year-old top Democratic 


tax manager said the bill goes 
too far in piling new taxes on 
corporations, but nevertheless he 
will pilot it through the House.

Whether one regards the Book 


of Jonah as literal history or as 


The noblest souls in Israel had 


learned that lesson. In the later 
prophecies, of the period and fol- 
lowing the Babylonian Exile, is 
the clear note of world-wide re- 
ligion. 
Emphasis is upon God's 


call and choice of the Jewish peo- 
ple, whose glory is "a light to 
lighten the Gentiles." 
(Isaiah 42: 


6; Luke 32). 


This noble faith 
and vision 


were in contrast to the spiritual 
pride of those who looked upon 
the Gentile world, with the atti- 
tude, "the Gentiles that know not 
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an allegory designed to embody the law are accursed," and who 
.ts high teaching, the important 
tning is that its great message 
should not be missed. That mes- 
sage stands as the rebuke toward 
all narrow national, religious, and 
racial prejudice, with the rebuke 
of a reluctant and prejudiced pro- 
phet in the revelation of God's 
;race toward a repentant people, 
'And should not I spare Ninevah, 
;hat great city, wherein are more 
han six score thousand persons 
hat cannot discern between their 
right hand and their left hand; 
and also much cattle?"

'ews of that day to learn, just 
as it seems the hardest lesson for 
ome 
professing 
Christians 
to 


earn today, was that God is the 
rod of the whole world, of all 
men 
and that His grace and 


mercy are toward all who call 
upon Him and who seek to know 
and obey His will. 


had little concern about sharing 
with others the treasure that they 
professed to have. 


The Book of Jonah is, therefore 


a great missionary document, for 
the very essence of missions is 
the belief that the grace of God 
is unlimited in its extent and in 
its operations. 


The prophecy of Jonah has a 


distinct and very rich application 
to our own times. 
Prejudices of 


the sort that the writer of the 
Book rebuked are rife in our mo- 
dern world. Those prejudices, too 
often, are in the minds and hearts 
of religious leaders, like Jonah, 
who was more concerned about 
denouncing and punishing Nine- 
vah than about its salvation.
